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The  Selectmen's  Report 

To  the  Residents  of  Fremont: 

In  view  of  the  many  inquiries  and  calls  the  selectmen  have  received  from 
Fremont  residents  showing  concern  about  the  litigation  between  the  Town 
and  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  following  is  a  summary  to  explain  the  Johnson 
case: 

Johnson  v  Fremont,  the  Superior  Court  case  in  which  Police  Chief 

Johnson  sued  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town  seeking  a  court 

order  to  prohibit  the  Selectmen  from  involvement  in  operation  of  the 

Police  Department,  was  decided  by  the  court  in  1986.  The  court  ruled 

in  favor  of  the  Selectmen  on  each  issue:  the  Selectmen  have  the  power 

to  hire  personnel,  set  wages  and  salaries,  control  the  purchase  of 

supplies  and  capital  items,  and  obtain  information  from  the  Police 

Chief  to  perform  their  administrative  duties.     As  reported  in  last 

year's  Selectmen's  Report,  much  time  and  expense  was  required  to 

obtain  an  outcome  in  this  case  that  allows  the  Selectmen  to  perform 

the  duties  assigned  to  them  by  statute. 

The  Selectmen  request  that  all  residents  attend  the  coming  school  and 

town  meetings.  Major  decisions  affecting  everyone  are  discussed  and  voted 

on  at  these  meetings.    The  town  budget  has  a  direct  impact  on  our  taxes, 

so  the  meetings  will  give  us  an  opportunity  to  examine,  adjust,  and  ultimately 

control  our  tax  bill.

Fire  Department  Report 
1986 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Residents  of  Fremont: 

It  has  been  a  good  year  fire  wise  with  substantial  reduction  in  fire  calls. 
Perhaps  this  was  due  to  a  wet  summer,  reducing  the  grass  and  woods  fire 
calls  and  the  decrease  in  oil  prices  cut  back  on  wood  burning,  thus  a  decrease 
in  chimney  and  structure  fires. 

I  would  like  to  credit  you,  the  people,  living  in  the  Town  by  keeping  your 
homes  safe  with  the  proper  use  of  heating  devices  and  combustables. 

There  has  been  a  big  increase  in  Inspection  of  oil  heating  equipoment  and 
many  calls  about  proper  installation  of  gas  and  wood  equipment  which  no 
permit  is  required  at  this  time.  It  is  my  understanding  that  gas  heating 
equipment  may  have  to  be  inspected  in  the  near  future. 

The  fire  reporting  number  is  895-2512  and  will  be  answered  by  Raymond 
Dispatch.  This  number  is  ONLY  an  EMERGENCY  reporting  number.  For 
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information,  I  can  be  reached  during  working  hours  at  895-2561. 

Week-ends  there  is  a  duty  officer  on  duty  from  6:00  p.m.  Friday  until 
6:00  a.m.  Monday  and  can  be  reached  through  Raymond  Dispatch  895-4222 
(a  business  number).  The  duty  officer  will  get  back  to  you  as  soon  as 
possible  for  burning  permits,  etc.. 

There  is  still  a  need  for  a  few  good  men  in  the  Fire  Department,  especially 
people  who  are  available  during  day  time  hours.  The  Department  meets  the 
first  Monday  of  the  month  unless  that  day  is  a  holiday,  then  it  is  the  second 
Monday  of  the  month. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  and  women  of  the  Department  for  their 
time  and  effort  that  they  have  so  unselfishly  given.  Thank  you.

Police  Department  Report 
1986 

In  the  calendar  year  of  1986,  the  Fremont  Police  Department  was  very 
active,  with  over  1300  reported  incidents.  With  the  appointment  of  three 
new  Police  Officers  in  late  May,  it  eased  some  of  the  strain  on  the  remaining 
three  Officers  the  Town  employed.  With  the  rapid  growth  of  this  rural 
community.  Police  services,  investigations,  patroling  and  daily  complaints 
increase  daily.  Additional  personal  must  be  hired  to  meet  the  demand. 

All  Police  Officers  were  certified  with  hand  guns,  as  the  New  Hampshire 
Police  Standards  and  training  Council  has  made  it  mandatory  for  all  Police 
Officers,  full  or  part  time,  to  be  certified  each  year.  Advance  training  and 
schooling  in  accidents,  criminal  and  DWI  investigations  are  available  most 
of  the  year  for  this  Department. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  residents  of  Fremont  for  their 
assistance,  without  concerned  citizens,  our  job  would  be  more  difficult. 
Also  to  the  dedicated  Police  Officers  of  this  Town  for  their  excellent 
performance.

Road  Agent  Report 

This  winter  has  been  one  of  the  most  severe  winters  that  we  have  had 
in  many  years.  During  the  month  of  January  we  have  had  5  storms  and 
there  is  more  to  come.  The  snowbanks  are  very  high  and  they  must  be 
pushed  back  in  order  to  make  room  for  the  next  storm. 

Many  jobs  have  been  accomplished  this  year.  A  great  deal  of  reconstruction 
has  been  done  on  problem  areas  of  Beede  Hill  Road  and  Leavitt  Road  and  I 
plan  to  continue  in  the  reconstruction  of  the  roads  in  Fremont.  Another 
task  that  was  completed  was  the  installation  of  bridge  railings  at  Turner's 
Dam  and  Bogg's  Bridge.  These  were  in  desperate  need  of  repair  and  the 
new  railings  will  insure  the  safety  of  the  residents  of  Fremont.  1  have  also 
installed  speed  and  road  signs,  cut  brush,  installed  culverts  and  cold 
patched  many  roads.  In  addition  to  this,  I  have  worked  with  developers  on 
the  roads  in  5  new  subdivisions.   Under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  and 
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the  Planning  Board,  it  was  my  responsibility  to  see  that  these  roads  were 
inspected  prior  to  the  construction  of  the  road  (removing  topsoil  and 
stumps),  as  well  as  when  the  road  was  finished.

Rockingham  County 
Community  Action  Program,  Inc.  Report 

The  Rockingham  County  Community  Action  Program,  Inc.  (RCCAP)  is 
a  private,  non-profit,  anti-poverty  agency  which  has  served  residents  of 
Rockingham  County  since  1965.  The  Greater  Raymond  Community  Action 
Center  is  an  outreach  office  of  RCCAP  which  serves  15  towns  in  the  central 
part  of  the  county,  including  the  town  of  Fremont. 

In  the  15  towns  served  by  the  Greater  Raymond  Community  Action 
Center,  well  over  1,200  households  are  experiencing  financial  problems 
serious  enough  to  leave  them  without  the  means  to  provide  for  basic 
necessities.  Of  these,  nearly  40%  are  elderly  individuals  or  couples  living 
on  fixed  incomes.  The  remaining  60%  include  the  disabled,  the  unemployed, 
the  underemployed,  single  parent  famihes  and  the  working  poor.  Regard- 
less of  their  particular  situations,  all  of  these  people  are  forced  to  seek 
outside  assistance  to  meet  their  most  essential  needs. 

Community  Action  plays  an  important  role  in  meeting  these  needs  by 
offering  direct  service  programs  as  well  as  the  help  and  guidance  of  our 
agency's  staff.  Of  the  major  direct  service  programs  offered  by  Community 
Action,  the  following  were  provided  to  eligible  residents  of  Fremont  during 
the  past  year: 

—  55  household  received  Fuel  Assistance,  a  program  which  provides 
a  financial  grant  of  up  to  $500.00  to  assist  with  energy-related  expenses. 

—  11  homes  were  weatherized  through  the  Weatherization  Program, 
which  provided  quality  materials  and  labor  to  weatherize  homes  in 
order  to  reduce  heating  costs  and  conserve  energy. 

—  9  children  were  provided  meals  from  private  family  day  care  homes 
which  participate  in  our  Rockingham  Family  Day  Care  Program. 

—  17  women,  infants  and  children  received  help  through  the  WIC 
Program,  which  offers  supplemental  nutritious  food  and  nutrition 
counseling  to  pregnant  women,  nursing  mothers  and  children  up  to 
the  age  of  5  who  are  nutritionally  at  risk. 

—  2  households  received  emergency  assistance  through  the  FEMA 
Program,   which   provided   a  one-time   financial   grant   to   eligible 
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households  in  crisis  for  the  payment  of  not  more  than  one  month's 
rent,  mortgage,  electricity  or  fuel. 

In  addition  to  these  major  programs,  much  of  our  staff  time  is  devoted 
to  working  with  people  who  come  to  us  seeking  help.  During  the  past  year 
we  received  187  calls  or  visits  from  Fremont  residents,  many  of  which  were 
crisis  calls  involving  fuel  and  utility  problems,  the  lack  of  food  or  clothing 
or  general  financial  needs.  By  working  closely  together  with  local  and  state 
welfare  administrators,  fuel  and  utility  companies,  other  human  service 
agencies  and  interested  church  and  civic  groups,  we  are  able  to  link  those  in 
need  with  the  services  available  to  them. 

Since  the  services  we  offer  greatly  relieve  the  towns  we  serve  from  the  full 
burden  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  their  low-income  residents,  we  ask 
every  community  we  serve  to  make  a  financial  contribution  to  our  agency 
based  upon  the  level  of  service  we  have  provided  to  its  residents.  The  amount 
we  request  equals  3  Vi  percent  of  the  total  dollar  value  of  services  provided 
during  the  previous  fiscal  year,  which  means  that  we  request  $3.50  for  every 
$100.00  we  provide  in  direct  services. 

From  September  1,  1985  through  August  31,  1986,  Community  Action 
provided  $48,863.00  in  services  to  Fremont  residents.  We  are  therefore 
requesting  the  Town  of  Fremont  to  contribute  3'/2  percent  of  this  amount, 
or  $1,710.00.  The  Town  of  Fremont  has  contributed  to  our  agency  for 
many  years,  and  we  extend  our  appreciation  to  you  for  your  continued 
support.

Article  I 

To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or  officers  chosen  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Mr.  Robert,  School  Board  member,  moved  the  Article  as  read.  Seconded 
by  Mr.  Robert  Waddell,  School  Board  member.  The  motion  passed  by 
voice  vote. 
Article  II 

To  see  if  the  District  will  vote,  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  198:20-b  to 
authorize  the  School  Board  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  without  further 
action  by  the  School  District  Meeting,  money  from  any  source  which 
becomes  available  during  the  1986-1987  school  fiscal  year  provided  that 
such  expenditures  be  made  for  the  purposes  for  which  a  School  District  may 
appropriate  money  and  that  such  expenditures  not  require  the  expenditure 
of  other  School  District  funds.  Further,  that  the  School  Board  hold  a  public 
hearing  prior  to  accepting  and  spending  such  money. 

Mr.  Richard  Maloof,  School  Board  member,  moved  the  Article  as  read. 
Seconded  by  Robert  Norris.  The  motion  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  III 

To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  negotiate 
a  long-term  tuition  contract  with  the  Sanborn  Regional  School  District. 

Mr.  Robert  Waddell  moved  the  Article  as  read.  Seconded  by  Robert 
Norris.  Discussion  followed. 

The  Board  has  begun  preliminary  discussions  with  Sanborn  but  nothing 
has  been  firmed  up  to  date.  The  Board  wanted  this  brought  before  the 
voters  before  proceeding.  If  the  District  approved  the  Article,  negotiations 
will  proceed  at  a  more  rapid  pace.  Pinkerton  is  not  accepting  any  move  of 
Fremont's  students  after  next  year,  so  at  the  present  time  Sanborn  is  the 
only  school  that  will  accept  our  students  for  the  next  five  years. 

In  the  future,  the  Board  may  request  a  special  School  District  Meeting  to 
consider  different  groupings  of  high  schools.  If  Epping  decides  to  build 
their  own  high  school  and  leaves  the  Union,  only  Fremont  and  Chester 
would  be  left  and  neither  would  be  in  an  enviable  position.  Chester  has 
recently  begun  negotiations  with  Sandown  and  Hampstead  to  form  a 
cooperative  high  school,  and  in  the  future  we  may  have  to  look  into  joining 
a  cooperative  high  school.

To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000 
(Five  Thousand  Dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  an  architect  to  prepare 
preliminary  plans  and  estimate  for  construction  of  an  addition  to  Ellis 
School.

According  to  the  Department  of  Education,  there  are  no  restrictions 
to  adding  on  to  the  present  building.  The  size  of  any  new  addition  cannot 
be  finalized  until  the  census  figures  have  been  compiled  and  analyzed.  It 
would  probably  be  three  or  four  classrooms  and  a  new  library  that,  according 
to  Mr.  Waddell,  can  never  be  made  into  a  classroom.  The  former  library 
at  Ellis  is  now  a  classroom  and  the  present  library  is  in  half  of  the  former 
office.

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Principars  Report 

The  Fremont  School  District  was  very  fortunate  this  year  in  fiUing  vacant 
faculty  positions  with  especially  well-qualified  professionals  to  implement 
the  school  curriculum.  The  success  of  Ellis  School  teaching  is  apparent  in 
many  ways.  Several  interdisciplinary  projects  have  taken  place  already  this 
year,  for  example.  The  most  recent  of  these  was  an  art  and  science  unit 
focusing  on  dinosaurs  which  was  carried  out  in  the  second  grade.  Members 
of  the  Fremont  community  may  have  seen  the  fabricated  reptiles  inhabiting 
the  school's  corridors.  There  has  also  been  a  great  deal  of  revision  of 
individual  subject  curricula  to  meet  the  evolving  requirements  of  state 
educational  standards  and  society  in  general.  In  addition,  student  achieve- 
ment as  measured  by  the  schoolwide  testing  program  has  risen  since  last 
year.  These  are  just  a  few  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  Ellis  School 
teaching  staff. 

However,  teachers  are  not  the  foremost  concern  of  a  school.  Children 
are,  and  the  students  of  EUis  School  have  shown  a  commitment  to  the 
values  we  strive  to  imbue  in  them.  More  students  are  making  the  honor 
roll  this  year  than  did  last  year,  and  grade  averages  are  higher  overall. 
Since  our  state  and  local  test  results  have  shown  improvement,  we  do  not 
believe  the  improved  grades  reflect  relaxed  standards.  Teachers'  observa- 
tions of  student  behavior  substantiate  the  idea  of  a  growing  willingness  on 
the  part  of  students  to  strive  to  do  their  best.  Student  behavior  has  also 
improved  over  last  year.  The  incidence  of  office  referrals  for  disciplinary 
action  is  drastically  reduced  during  the  first  five  months  of  school.  Finally, 
another  highly  successful  basketball  season  has  just  drawn  to  a  close.  Both 
the  boys'  and  girls'  teams  demonstrated  that  they  fight  hard  to  win  right 
down  to  the  last  buzzer  and  that  they  are  good  sports,  win  or  lose. 

While  room  assignments  have  changed  little  since  the  last  principal's 
report,  many  changes  will  have  to  take  place  before  next  year.  There  will  be 
at  least  one  additional  class  added  to  Ellis  School  in  the  1987-88  academic 
year,  a  trend  which  will  continue  for  at  least  the  next  five  years.  The  school 
board  is  well  aware  of  this  problem  and  is  taking  appropriate  action  to  plan 
for  next  year  and  the  ensuing  years  as  well.  A  building  committee  has  been 
active  since  last  spring  and  a  plan  of  action  has  been  established.  In  addition, 
the  school  and  central  office  administrations  are  taking  steps  to  insure  that 
educational  programs  iwU  not  be  interrupted  during  a  period  of  building 
construction  that  could  extend  into  the  next  school  year. 

The  next  year  will  be  characterized  by  transitions  that  will  be  exciting 
for  the  Ellis  School  community,  but  with  the  attributes  and  commitment 
of  the  students,  faculty,  and  community,  the  period  of  change  should  be 
no  great  trial. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  PTA  for  their  continuing  support  of 
school  programs,  and  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Fremont 
Building  Committee  for  devoting  so  many  hours  to  developing  a  program 
which  will  provide  the  best  possible  education  for  the  children  of  Fremont.

Ellis  School 
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Superintendent  of  Schools'  Report 

This  past  year  has  seen  several  rapid  changes  in  SAU  leadership.  Mr. 
George  Cross  resigned  his  post  as  Superintendent  after  several  years  of 
service  as  both  Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendent.  Dr.  Thayer 
Wade  served  as  an  interim  Superintendent  from  January  through  June  30, 
1986.  Mr.  Wilson  Eaves  assumed  the  superintendency  effective  July  1,  1986. 
Mr.  Edward  Donovan,  Assistant  Superintendent,  is  now  in  his  fourth  year 
of  service  to  the  district. 

One  of  the  most  time  consuming  activities  this  year,  for  the  Superintendent 
has  been  involvement  in  the  collective  bargaining  process  for  a  successor 
contract-  with  the  Fremont  Education  Association.  At  the  time  of  this 
writing  the  Board  and  the  Association's  representatives  had  not  reached 
final  agreement  on  the  terms  for  a  new  contract,  though  some  progress 
toward  that  end  has  been  achieved.  Hopefully,  this  matter  can  be  resolved 
in  the  immediate  future. 

The  Ellis  School  has  reached  its  saturation  point  as  a  school  facility. 
An  additional  section  or  sections  of  students  which  will  almost  certainly  be 
required  in  1987-88  cannot  be  housed  in  the  current  facility  only  by  taking 
extreme  measures.  The  Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendent  have 
worked  closely  with  the  Building  Committee.  An  updated  enrollment 
projection  has  been  prepared.  The  NHSDE  has  completed  an  analysis  of 
enrollment  projections  and  school  facilities.  The  need  for  additional 
facilities  has  been  the  subject  of  several  Building  Committee  Meetings.  The 
Committee  has  recommended  that  the  Board  engage  the  services  of  Philip 
TambHng,  AIA.  The  Board  will  shortly  consider  a  contract  with  Mr. 
Tambling  for  services  in  connection  with  a  building  addition.  Mr.  Tambling 
was  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Dennis  and  Tambling  when  the  addition  to  the 
original  Ellis  School  Building  was  planned  and  constructed. 

As  soon  as  possible  the  Building  Committee  and  School  Board  will 
present  plans  to  the  school  district  for  consideration. 

Recently  4th  and  8th  grade  students  participated  in  a  NHSDE  sponsored 
educational  achievement  testing  program.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the 
result  of  these  tests  were  very  favorable.  A  brief  summary  of  the  tests  results 
follows:
